The Railway Age publishes a table 


showing that the number of miles of 
main track laid during the year 1882 
was 10,821 on 316 lines in 44 States and 
Territories. Full returns will probably 
make the grand total 11,000 miles, 
-which are 1,500 miles moce than was 
constructed in 1881—the banner rail- 
road build year up to that time. The 
number of miles constructed in tho 
States mentioned is as follows: Iowa, 
D53; Texas, 817; New York, 752; Color- 
ado, 500; Dakota, 480; Pennsylvania, 
404; AUnnusota, 444. Of 316 roads 
noted, 140 c.re still uncompleted. The 
capital invested during the year is 
estimated at $270,000,000, exclusive of 
the sums expended for the preparation 
of roadbeds, on which the track is not 
yet laid. Building iii the far West is 
as follows: California, 286; Arizona, 
192; Utah, 175.

vising the State Constitution, the Elko 
Independent says, there seems to be 
but one opinion, but in relation to the 
best method of accomplishing that ob- 
ject, opinion Is divided between the 
calling of a Convention and amend- 
ments by the Legislature.

are given for a convention than we have 
seen presented, the plan of Legislature 
amendment should be adopted. The 
fact that both parties in the late canvass 
indorsed the calling of a convention is 
held to pledge the members elect to that 
course under all circumstances. TMa 
does not strike everybody, however, as a 
correct Tiew of the case, for while the 
feeling was general that a revision ol 
the organic law was a necessity, it is 
but reasonable to believe that the speci- 
fying of a particular plan by which such 
revision was to be affected was simply 
because that, at the time, was deemed 
tho best; should a cheaper and equally 
as effective a one be discovered, we 
opine that its adoption by the Legisla- 
ture would bring no charges of broken 
faith against the members of that body, 
An organic instrument which will meel 
the requirements of the changed condi- 
tions of the State is what the people 
want; the manner of its construction 
being merely a question o! celerity auc 
economy.

pit. It is very wet and the water comes 
up generally to my thighs; my clothes 
are always wet. I work 13 hours nnc 
make 9d (18 cents) per day." 
Patience Itershaw, aged 17, clad in 


ragged trousers and a rough jacket, tes 
tified: "I work in these clothes; tha 
bald place in iny head is made by thrust- 
ing the cones; the coal-getters in our 
pit are naked.

plosion of sulphuric acid recently oc- 
curred, explains the accident as follows 
iu a letter to the Silver State: "The 
night of tbe explosion Charles Schmidt 
and James Mc&hee proceeded to fill 
the pitcher, Mr. Schmidt standing by 
;he sido of the tank and turning the 
plug but with his h.uid, nnd Mr. Hc- 
Ghee standing at tho end of the tauk to 
turn or roll it over nnd empty tho acid 
into thtt pitcher. There wits a lamp 
near by, aud as soou ns the plug was re- 
moved tho gus ignited, throwing Mr. 
Schmidt from fifteen to twenty feet aiul 
filling his eyes with acid. Olive oil was 
freely used and he was all right in a few 
hours. Mr. McGhee was uot so fortu- 
nate. He was thrown into tho sago- 
brush in front of fhe boilers, and one of 
his legs severely bruised und' otherwise 
scratched and bruised. Had the plug 
been left out the gas could have escaped 
as it generated, and hereafter, no donbf, 
such a course will ba observed by all 
who ure acquainted with the results of 
this accident."
